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New cancer ward 
plans for hospital 


A DEDICATED cancer ward is set to increase effi¬ 
ciency in Dorset County Hospital by centralising the 
service allowing patients better access to experts and 
fellow sufferers. 

A review on bed capacity has meant plans are now 
in the pipeline to create the cancer unit by October, 
following a long and difficult search for suitable space 
in the hospital. 

Patients and staff, keen to establish a cancer unit at 
DCH for a number of years, are celebrating the devel¬ 
opment, although the location within the hospital is 
yet to be finalised. 

As well as the creation of the cancer unit, the review 
will lead to other changes within the hospital, which 
are aimed at ensuring all patients receive care deliv¬ 
ered by staff with the right skills in the right specialty 
area. 

Elected Public Governor of DCH, Wendy Nightin¬ 
gale, said: “People are situated in different wards 
around the hospital depending on what is happening 
to them, be it chemotherapy or operations. 

“The centralisation of staff will benefit patients be¬ 
cause with the new ward there will always be a expert 
on hand to help, and you won’t have to search for a 
certain doctor who is visiting other wards. 

“People are saying they wish they had a support 
group and I think the new ward will make it much eas¬ 
ier to get that and help people with advice.

■ HAVE you always painted seascapes? 

I think because I moved back here after uni, and I have 
always stayed in coastal locations since then, it became 
a massive inspiration to me. You can’t help but be in¬ 
spired by it. I’ve painted the Cobb so many times and it 
never ceases to amaze me how beautiful this area is. 

■ WHERE are the best coastlines to paint? 

The three favourites at the moment are here in Lyme 
Regis, and right across the Dorset coast as well, up to 
Lulworth Cove. Then down to Cornwall and St Ives Bay, 
there are lots of great coastlines down there. Also the 
Gower Peninsula in South Wales, there are lots of amaz¬ 
ing features along there. 

■ ARE there any places you would like to visit and 
paint? 

I spent some time travelling around Australia and New 
Zealand and I always thought I would go back and do 
some paintings there and maybe get represented by gal¬ 
leries over there. It has always been in the back of my 
mind to go back. 

■ HOW would you describe the style of your work? 

It has sort of evolved. I’ve created this signature of iri¬ 
descence and texture. My style is not naturalistic, I try 
to capture the essence of the place. How you feel when 
you sit by the ocean, and that lovely feeling you get. It 
would probably be considered expressionist or roman¬ 
tic. 



■ WHO are the artist that influence you? 

My most recent collection is based on Michael Turner be¬ 
cause I just love the way he paints light, he is known as 
the painter of light. I get very inspired by the way he has 
used light and captured it and that is what I tried to do as 
well. I try not to follow too many artists though because 
I think it’s important to have your own style and a lot of 
people do say that I have my own style. I think that is be¬ 
cause of my conscious effort not to copy anybody else. 

■ What made you come back to Dorset? 

Well when I was doing my degree in London every week- 
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end I just wanted to get back down to the coast. I felt quite 
claustrophobic living in London, I loved the lifestyle, 
there was a lot going on but I feel most alive when I am 
stood next to the ocean and that lovely expanse of space. 
So I couldn’t wait to get back. 

■ WHAT advice would you give to young aspiring 
artists? 

When I started at university I never thought in a million 
years that I would become an artist. I never thought you 
could make a living out of it and I just thought you’ve got 
to get a job and paint on the side. It was only the confi¬ 
dence I got from when my work started to sell that I 
started to think it was something I could do for a living. 
You’ve just got to have the confidence to go out there and 
show your work. I know it’s hard because I have had gal¬ 
leries turn me down and it is heartbreaking when that hap¬ 
pens but there will be galleries that do love your work and 
who will find the clients that love it too. And there is noth¬ 
ing better than selling a painting. 

■ IS it sad to see a painting go? 

Kind of but then I think that they have obviously bought 
that because they are going to get pleasure from looking 
at it and that makes me feel great that they are filling their 
home with my work and enjoying it. Sometimes there is 
the odd painting I fall in love with and its sad to see it go. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Ruth Jones, for some dry comedy value. Maybe as her 
Nessa Character from Gavin and Stacey for part of the 
evening. The Dalai Lama, for some wisdom and inspira¬ 
tion on life and Banksy, I am intrigued to find the mystery 
behind the artist even though his style is complete oppo¬ 
site to mine.

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Charles Street plans go before council 


PLANS for Dorchester’s controversial 
multi-million pound Charles Street de¬ 
velopment are set to go before council¬ 
lors at the end of the month. 

Members of West Dorset District 
Council will make a decision on the £60 
million proposals during their develop¬ 
ment control committee. 

Residents have given in over 300 let¬ 
ters to WDDC since the plans were sub¬ 
mitted earlier this year by Simons 
Development Ltd. 

Surrounded in controversy the plans 
were at the heart of a historic parish poll 
with Dorchester residents coming down

against the scheme, which include 
WDDC’s plans to re-locate to council 
offices at the site at a cost of £10.7 mil¬ 
lion. 

The move is hoped to save the council 
between £140,000 and £160,00 a year, 
with some of that total coming from a 
number of jobs losses. 

Speaking earlier this year Mark New¬ 
ton, Development Director at Simons 
said the plans represented a significant 
investment in Dorchester, and would 
create a new retail and leisure destina¬ 


tion that will benefit the whole town 
centre as well as the surrounding area. 

Supermarket Waitrose have been in 
detailed discussions with the project’s 
developer, Simons after agreeing terms 
to relocate from Tudor Arcade and be¬ 
come a key tenant at the Charles Street 
scheme. 

The Charles Street development plan¬ 
ning application includes a range of 
new shops comprising over 146,000 sq 
ft of retail space, a new public car park 
with 484 spaces, a 60-bedroom hotel, 
affordable housing, new public toilets, 
new offices for WDDC and a proposed 


new library and adult learning centre 
for Dorset County Council. 

The scheme is believed to represent a 
total of £60 million of private invest¬ 
ment moving into the area. 

If permission is granted, work would 
start on phase one of the scheme early 
in 2011. 

The development control committee 
meeting will be held in the Council 
Chamber, County Hall, Colliton Park, 
on Tuesday, September 28th at 2.15pm.

New adult reading 
scheme launched

A RECENTLY launched scheme to help adults with 
literacy problems is recruiting volunteers to help get 
adults reading. 

Read Easy is a non-registered charity that is recruit¬ 
ing and training volunteers to teach adults with poor 
reading skills to read on a one to one basis. This will 
be a completely confidential service using a specially 
designed phonics based book called “Yes We Can 
Read”. 

There are many reasons why children fail to learn to 
read at school and continue this into their adult life. 
Along with dyslexia and other learning difficulties, 
there could be sight or hearing problems not discov¬ 
ered at an early stage, a lack of parental support with 
reading or interrupted schooling. Some children are 
unable to concentrate at school due to illness or prob¬ 
lems at home. And all of these can lead to behavioural 
problems, with children feeling they are failing in 
school and falling behind the others in their class. 

However, the important message is that illiteracy has 
little, if anything, to do with intelligence or potential. 
Being unable to read can seriously impact on a per¬ 
son’s ability to fulfil their potential, and around one in 
20 people today have severe difficulties with reading.

OLD rugby shirts from 
Dorchester Rugby Club 
have found a new home on 
the other side of the world. 

Dorchester Rugby Foot¬ 
ball Club donated 50 pre¬ 
worn rugby shirts to 
Dorset-based charity 
“Children of Fiji” who en¬ 
sured that they found a 
grateful second-home 
10,000 miles away at the 
John Wesley Rugby Acad¬ 
emy near Suva, Fiji’s capi¬ 
tal, located on the main 
island of Viti Levu. 

The players at the acad¬ 
emy, which attracts 14 to 
18-year-olds from the is¬ 
lands of Fiji with the 
promise of top rugby 
coaching in exchange for 
voluntarily completing 
their secondary education, 
lost no time in donning the 
new shirts and getting 
down to some serious 
training in preparation for 
the following Saturday’s 
match where the new strip 
got its first official outing. 

Retired school teachers 
Peter and Margaret Long, 
who run the charity from 
their home in Cattistock, 
said that the boys were 
“thrilled’ to be given the 
shirts. 

Peter said: “The Fijians 
are rugby-mad and even 
practice drop-kicking litter 
into the bin, but in such a 
poor country the John 
Wesley players had previ¬ 
ously been turning out in 
strips consisting of non¬ 
matching t-shirts, making 
refereeing a game very dif¬ 
ficult.” 

A conversation in the 
Fox and Hounds Inn, Cat¬ 
tistock, with Dorchester 
RFC committee member 
Ben Sennett about how the 
club might be able to help 
impoverished youth rugby 
in Fiji led to the donation 
of the shirts. 

In exchange the Longs 
have given the club a Fiji 
seven-a-side international 
shirt, worn when Fiji beat 
Samoa to win the NZI 7’s 
in Wellington, New 
Zealand in February this 
year which has been 
signed by the entire Fijian 


squad. 

Peter and Margaret, who 
set up the charity in 2000 
to advance education, 
health and welfare and to 
relieve the poverty of chil¬ 
dren in Fiji, have raised 
funds for projects as ambi¬ 
tious as the construction of 
a road bridge to enable 
children to reach school on 
the opposite side of a dan¬ 
gerous river, the provision 
of fresh water and sanita¬ 
tion to schools and even a 


boat to save the children 
having to swim to class. 

The Dorchester rugby 
shirts travelled to Fiji in a 
container as part of a one 
tonne consignment of 
medical supplies, kinder¬ 
garten resources, chil¬ 
dren’s books and 
stationery that the Longs 
distributed on behalf of the 
charity on their last visit to 
the islands. 

Due to return to Fiji 
shortly, they look forward 


to seeing the green and 
white Dorchester shirts 
continuing their second 


life with the grateful mgby 
players of John Wesley 
Academy.

The stories behind the names 


BRIAN Bates is a man on a mission, a 
man whose fascination with those 
named on Dorchester’s war memorials 
has led to years of research for a book 
he is in the process of writing. 

“Just Another Name on a List - The 
Stories Behind the Names on Dorch¬ 
ester’s Great War Memorials”, is the 
title of this remarkable piece of histor¬ 
ical research into the many men, and 
one woman, who can be found listed on 
these memorials. 

There are almost 300 people com¬ 
memorated across the county town. 

There was a huge military presence 
in the town, when even the scouts un¬ 
dertook rifle practise and the former 
boys school in Colliton Street had a 
strong cadet force of lads under the age 
of 14. 

In the days when the bodies of those 
who lost their lives in the Great War 
were not repatriated, a tangible way of 
remembering their ultimate sacrifice 
was the creation of the many memori¬ 
als scattered across the town. 

As well as the Cenotaph at the bottom 
of South Street, there is one positioned 
in the wall of Holy Trinity Church, and 
two at St. Peter’s Church, one inside 
and one out, one of which is a lasting 
memorial to the bell ringers of St 
Peter’s who were killed on the battle¬ 
fields of Europe and beyond. 

There is another outside the post of¬ 
fice, in memory of those from the 
postal service who failed to return, and 
the parish of Fordington St George’s 
has its own, listing those who fell in the 
service of their country. 

Brian has found delving into the his¬ 
tory of the memorial names an incred-

ible journey into the past. 

People who fell during the Battle of 
the Somme or at Anzac Cove in 
Galipoli, those who returned home only 
to die from their injuries, every name 
has its own tale to tell, its own little cor¬ 
ner of history in which to be eternally 
remembered. 

Many, too, served with the Dorsetshire 
Regiment, which still remains dear to 
the people of Dorchester to this day. 

Although Brian has devoted much of 
his time to researching the names on the 
memorials, there are still a few to go and 
more stories he would like to uncover.

Bringing memories 
to life through song 


POPULAR duo Helen Coombs and John Bullock, who 
ply their extensive musical talents under the name of the 
y’Strel’s Band, are about to embark on a tour of the 
county with a whole host of songs from the New National 
Song Book (1905). 

Anyone who was at school up to the late 1970s will 
know this book. It was the one from which we all learned 
songs while at junior school, and the purpose of The Little 
Red Book Tour is to re-connect the audience with songs 
they probably haven’t heard since then. 

John said: “Songs anchor our memories in time. I hear 
a song and can’t help but associate it with a specific pe¬ 
riod - occasionally a specific event - in my life, and the 
sounds and the smells sometimes come along for the ride 
with that aural wash of memory. 

“But what of the songs themselves - what stories could 
they tell us if we could only sit down with them and hear 
their tale? A song is created. Perhaps it first appears on 
stage, a piece of musical theatre, where it’s good enough 
to be picked up by its hearers and gets passed around the 
bars and salons. 

“Somehow the song manages to find itself on board 
ship, sung at the captain’s table as the port is passed 
around - all of those men far away from home and all of 
those memories. And maybe, once the years at sea are be¬ 
hind them, they sing the same song for their children - 
embellished with tales of derring-do and heavy weather. 
A father’s song.” 

Many of these songs became so strong, passed from lis¬ 
tener to listener down through the years, until someone 
decides it’s time to find it a permanent home between the

covers of a book. 

The New National Song Book contains over 200 song 
memories brought together for the benefit of children in 
1905. Some of these songs went back over 200 years, sur¬ 
viving some of the most tempestuous years in our history. 
And these same songs again found life with school chil¬ 
dren in the 1960s - and are strong enough to survive for 
more generations yet.

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THE Mad Dogs and Englishmen Theatre Company 
came to the Roman Town House in Dorchester as part 
of three days of Stage, Story and Song celebrated in 
style and held under cover in a marquee. 

Situated centre stage, the Magician’s Box opened up 
a Victorian kaleidoscope and took the audience on an 
incredible journey fed by the vision and imagination 
of one man, John Joseph Mechi. 

Narrated cleverly by Mechi himself, the Magician’s 
Box wound its way through some of Mechi’s earliest 
memories and inspirations, his romance and subse¬ 
quent marriage to Fanny Frost, and his business career 
from its early beginnings in a counting house to the 
opening of his own shop and eventual purchase of Tip- 
tree Farm. 

Both comic and at times tragic, John Mechi was a 
notable Victorian philanthropist, sometimes strong, at 
others weak and flawed, author of a book laying out 
his farming theories in great detail, and inventor of the 
Magic Razor Strop which helped him make his for¬ 
tune. And a second marriage only six months after the 
death of his first wife, to Charlotte Ward from a strong 
agricultural family who had more than a little empathy 
with Mechi and his farming innovations, gave him 
four daughters and the son he craved. 

John Joseph Mechi was quite brilliantly portrayed 
by Noel Jones, backed up by a first class cast many of 
whom played more than one role. 

The bizarrely Scottish Mr Henryson Senior and Mr 
Henryson Junior were superbly played by Mark Fin- 
bow and Stephan Drury, Amy Michaels was a won¬ 
derful Fanny, and Rhea Wood made the part of second

wife Charlotte her very own. 

The props, too, were simple but incredibly effective, 
with the Magician’s Box becoming everything from 
the death bath of Marat to a shop counter, horse and 
carriage, and carnival float. 

The whole play moved from one part of Mechi’s life 
to the next with superb continuity, sometimes at a fast 
pace, at others more slowly and sedately. But move it 
did, and it left the audience wanting more, wanting to 
see what was round the next comer and what the years 
held for John Joseph Mechi. 

An at times amazingly energetic timeline, the sudden 
appearance of characters such as a somewhat eccentric 
Charles Dickens played by Stephan Drury, and the 
clever interaction of all those portrayed made for a 
first class performance and one which warranted a 
much larger audience than the one before it. 

One very special member of the audience on the first 
night was Bruce Payne from Weymouth. Bruce is the 
great great grandson of Bazin, an associate of John 
Joseph Mechi, and he was fascinated to learn more of 
the relationship between the two men and its eventual 
outcome. 

This play had many parallels with modem life - the 
path of commercial ambition, the conflict this has on 
family life, the fallout after financial institutions let 
down their investors to name but a few - and was in¬ 
credibly well written by writer and director Ann 
Courtney, also the founder of Mad Dogs and English¬ 
men.

HAVE used hats as a therapeutic 
tool in many different settings; in 
psychiatric day hospitals, wth 
people with learning difficulties and 
with older people who have demen¬ 
tia. 

On the whole hats immediately 
lighten the mood in a group; people 
often look silly or amusing in the 
hats that I use which creates a cheer¬ 
ful and fun-filled atmosphere. Hats 
work in completely different ways to 
masks which can be very intense 
and sometimes cary. 

Hats can trigger memories and sto¬ 
ries, possibly of a different culture or 
a different era, or a story of a certain 
situation a person was once in when 
they encountered or wore a particu¬ 


lar hat. Sometimes I encourage peo¬ 
ple to make up stories of who they 
might be in a particular hat, or who 
they might meet wearing the hat. 
This can produce wonderful imagi¬ 
native tales. People have been quite 
moved by the stories that hats trig¬ 
ger, particularly if they bring up is¬ 
sues to do with relationships or 
times gone by. 

More recently I have combined the 
use of hats with song. I now have 
quite a selection of songs which fea¬ 
ture hats, some familiar and some I 
have created. I also encourage the 
group to make up their own hat 
rhymes, songs and tongue twisters. 
We have used instruments, clapping 
and rhythm to accompany these 
compositions. 

Hats have so much potential, I am 
hoping to have a hat dance or two 
ready for the weekend of the Hat 
Festival.

Superb food and a top night out with 
friends at Dorchester's Rajpoot

R egarding ourselves as a group of friends who like to experiment with 
many types of Indian Cuisine on a regular basis, I took it upon myself 
to organise a trip last Tuesday evening from Lyme Regis to Dorch¬ 
ester to experience the Rajpoot Indian Restaurant, and wow was it worth 
it! 

Ten of us made the journey and were treated to one of the most amazing 
dining experiences we could have hoped for. On arrival the fresh new look 
of the modern restaurant was what caught the eye, the waiting/bar area 
was mood lit with deep purple decor, water features, mirrored ceiling and 
comfy arm chairs where we sipped on cool, crisp Indian lagers before wait¬ 
ing for our party to congregate. 

We were then shown through the deceptively long restaurant to our 
table that was laid to perfection, particularly taking note of the intricate 
details like the unique cutlery and crockery. The Menus were nicely pre¬ 
sented with an extensive list of contemporary specials accompanied with 
some more traditional favourite dishes. 

We happily munched on poppadums and chutneys, and bantered by

LEACH SPINS DORSET TO TITLE 


Dorset 245 (Treagus 80no, Morgan 49, Houston 5-52) 
and 262 (Denham 71) beat Lincolnshire 254 (Atri 118, 
Waller 4-96) and 118 (Leach 6-21, Treagus 2-10) by 135 runs 

A SUPERB spell of bowling on the final day by teenage bowler 
Jack Leach saw Dorset crowned Minor Counties champions at 
Dean Park in an absorbing match against Lincolnshire on 
Wednesday. 

The Fen county had no answer to left arm spinner Leach who 
scythed through the batting to claim 6-21 as Dorset swept to 
victory by 135 runs. 

Chris Park, captain in the absence of the unavailable Tom 
Hicks, won the toss and decided to bat, and a third wicket stand 
of 90 between Chris Morgan (49) and Glyn Treagus which was 
the backbone of the Dorset first innings. 

Wickets continued to tumble but a stand of 31 for the last 
wicket between Treagus, who ended 80 not out, and Mitch Wil¬ 
son (20) saw the hosts reach a respectable 245 all out. 

Lincolnshire's reply was held together by a solid century from 
former Nottinghamshire batsman Vikram Atri who was ninth 
man out for 118, after helping his team recover from 179-7 by 
adding 75 for the last three wickets to give the visitors a slender 
lead of nine on first innings. 

Max Waller with 4-96 was the most successful Dorset bowler 
with both Ed Denham and Wilson chipping in with a brace 
apiece. 

Dorset's top order gave them a solid start to their second in- 
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nings and at 116-2 but a mid-order collapse saw them struggle 
to 159-7 until Matt Metcalfe (36) was joined by Denham. They 
added 82 for the eighth wicket, and when Denham was last out 
for a magnificent 71 in a total of 262, Dorset had at least set 
their opponents a reasonable target. 

Lincolnshire on the other hand were looking to Atri to repeat 
his first innings performance, but just as he appeared to be 
making a move he was brilliantly caught by Waller for 24 leav¬ 
ing the visitors on 44-4. 

Skipper Paul Cook (18) and Liam Andrews (36) looked to re¬ 
build the innings with a half century fifth wicket stand but 
when Cook became Leach's third victim of the day, the writing 
was on the wall. 

Leach helped himself to another three wickets; fittingly fin¬ 
ishing the match by bowling Colin Cheer as the visitors finished 
118 all out. 

This was only the second time that Dorset has won the title 
since they joined the competition over a century ago, and man¬ 
ager Sean Walbridge was understandably cockahoop when he 
spoke to the View From: "Even though it was an evenly 
matched contest on the first three day, we were confident that 
bowling last, it was going to be difficult for them to chase down 
the total with us having four quality spinners. 

"Having said that, we held some good catches as well. 

"We thought we might have got over 300 in the first innings 
when Glyn, who showed superb patience and discipline, and 
Chris were going so well, but 245 was about par for the wicket. 

Matt Metcalfe and Ed Denham's second innings stand of 82 
set the match up for a great finish and gave us a chance after 
we were in trouble, and after Max got rid of Atri with a magnif¬ 
icent catch, Jack produced some superb bowling to give us a 
comfortable win in the end. 

"I think the ability for all our bowlers to chip in and take a cru¬ 
cial wicket to break a stand has been one of the strengths of a 
brilliant season."

WEYMOUTH 17pts,WIMBORNE 2nd 17pts 

THE Weymouth pitch was certainly well grassed for this open¬ 
ing league encounter of the 2010/2011 season. 

There was a gusty breeze blowing straight down it, however, 
that threatened to make throwing in at the lines out difficult, 
and the home side had it at their backs during the first period. 
The opening exchanges belonged to the visitors however.They 
pinned the home side in their own twenty two, won two penal¬ 
ties, one of which they kicked from ground and kicked it wide, 
the other they kicked to the corner. They won the ensuing li- 
neout too, only for Weymouth to drive them back, and to win 
a penalty in turn that enabled them to clear the danger. Winn- 
borne then infringed in turn, but the home place kicker was 
off target from in front, as well as with a couple of more difficult 
attempts subsequently. They were having the better of things 
in the set scrums however, but their cause was not helped 
when Carter was sent to the bin for retaliation after some 
twenty five minutes. They were playing some good rugby, but 
only in patches at this stage and both sides were conceding 
too many penalties for their own peace of mind. 

Wimborne then mounted a useful attack through their back 
division during the final few minutes of the half that Weymouth 
checked scant metres from their own line and at the cost of a 
penalty.

Although now with the wind in their faces, Weymouth in¬ 
creased their lead within five minutes of the restart. They 
kicked a penalty to the corner, won the ensuing lineout and 
Julian Quick peeled off the maul and crashed over in the cor¬ 
ner. The conversion kick into the wind narrowly missed and 
Wimborne's response was immediate. 

Within ten minutes they had kicked a penalty to the corner 
in turn and rolled the maul over the home line out wide. The 
conversion kick from a wide angle went over via an upright and 
the scores were tied at 12-12 with half an hour left. 

This was the visitors' best period. They were using the wind 
well and, some five minutes later, they kicked to the corner, 
worked the ball infield from the lineout, before sending it back 
through their backs and their winger touched down by the flag 
for an unconverted try.

This try, that remained unconverted, tied the game and, on 
reflection, I suppose that this was a fair result, after an en¬ 
counter that was laced with errors from both sides. 

WIMBORNE 3rd 10pts, WEYMOUTH 2nd 22pts 

THE day ended with a most satisfying win for the Weymouth 
second string. The first 40 minutes was, seemingly, evenly con¬ 
tested, with the only scores coming from a Peplow penalty 
goal, countered by a similar home effort. 

Weymouth stretched away after the break. Out half Peplow 
scored a try that he converted himself.Terry George scored an¬ 
other, unconverted this time, and Les Moon got over late on, 
with Peplow again adding the extras.

INGS CAN ONLY GET BETTER FOR MAGPIES 



DORCHESTER TOWN 1 
EBBSFLEET UNITED 2 
Blue Square South 

DORCHESTER Town slipped to their sixth defeat on the sea¬ 
son to remain firmly rooted to the bottom of the Blue 
Square Bet South league when Craig Stone rifled home the 
winner of this entertaining match with just eight minutes 
left. 

It looked as if the Magpies would at least earn a point 
until Ryan Hill's weak clearance from another right wing 
cross went straight to Stone on the edge of the box. He 
right foot shot didn't give Simon Evans a chance as he 
smashed the ball high to the keeper's right and in off the 
underside of the crossbar. 

Recent activity in the transfer market saw the home 
debut of former Yeovil Town and AFC Bournemouth de¬ 
fender Scott Guyett, and debut's for 18-year-old Danny 
Ings, on a month's loan from the Cherries, and striker 
Giuseppe Sole who has joined the Magpies on three- 
month's loan from Newport County. This saw Steve Devlin 
relegated to the substitute's bench. 

Ebbsfleet who were relegated from the Blue Square pre¬ 
mier last season came to The Avenue full of confidence 
having been unbeaten away from home this campaign, 
and started very brightly, but it was Dorchester that had 
the first chance on four minutes when they were awarded 
a free-kick 25-yards from goal level with the left hand side 
of the penalty area. 

Hill produced one of his trademark free kicks, a low curl¬ 
ing shot that hit the outside of the near upright. 

However The Fleet responded immediately with Michael 
West feeding Ranbir Marwa, but his shot flew over the top. 

Sole had a great opportunity to put his adopted aside 
ahead in the ninth minute, when Ings measured pass put 
the striker in the clear. However under pressure from Dean 
Pooley he failed to get his shot away and keeper Preston

DORCHESTER Town manager Ashley Vick¬ 
ers sent out a strong message to his play¬ 
ers and to his fans after Saturday's 2-1 
home defeat to Ebbsfleet United that sees 
his side firmly rooted on the bottom of the 
Blue Square Bet South. 

Having been critical of some of his play¬ 
ers, he vowed not to succumb to the 
pressure brought on by the sixth defeat 
in eight matches.
